A  continuous  drizzle  and  heavily  overcast  skies  lent  an  august 
jjlooni  to  the  impressive  ceremonial  which  marked  the  obsequies  yes- 
terday afternoon  of  the  late  Lieutenant-Governor,  Colonel  the  Hon. 
iCdward  Ga\ylcr  Prior.  Despite  the  rain,  hundreds  of  people  lined 
the  route  of  procession,  awaiting  with  bared  lieads  the  passing  in 
the  solemn  procession  of  the  gun  carriage  bearing  the  last  mortal 
remains  of  the  departed. 

There  was  a  short  service  at  Government  House  at  half-past 
two,  the  Very  Rev.  the  Dean  of  Columbia  being  in  charge,  ftiime- 
diately  afterward^  the  cortege  was  formed,  a  gun  carriage  drawn  by 
.six  horses  bearing  the  remains,  draped  with  th«  Union  Jack.     On

HEAVY  BLASTS  USED 
IN  ROAD  CONSTRUCTION 

REVBLSTOKE.  Dec.  16.  —  Eight 
thousand  tons  of  rock  at  Victoria 
Lake,  thirteen  miles  west  of  Revel- 
stoke,  were  moved  this  morning  by 
the  use  of  nearly  four  tons  of  black 
powder,  this  charge  constituting  one 
of  the  biggest  shots  ever  fired  in  the 
interior  of  B.C.  It  will  be  followed  by 
a  aUll  Urger  one  on  January  26. 
which  will  complete  the  Revelstoke 
road  west  to  Three  Valley,  with  the 
exception  of  an  overhead  bridge  at 
Clanwtlllam. 

Fifteen  miles  of  the  road,  are  al- 
ready finished,  and  with  the  con- 
struction of  nine  more  it  Is  estimated 
that  by  August  16  there  will  be  road 
access  to  the  northern  end  of  the 
Okanagan  Valley.

— Pro- 
tests will  be  made  to  the  Ontario  Gov- 
ernment by  the  ^rmy  and  Navy  Vet- 
erans of  this  city  against  the  order- 
ia-councll  granting  $20,000  to  a  uni- 
versity in  Montreal  and  the  proposal 
to  spend  a  large  sum  of  money  In  es- 
tablishing a  townsite  at  KupuskaHlng 
when  the  question  of  unemployment 
Is  becoming  serious  and  when  many 
citizens  of  the  Province  of  Ontario 
<ire  in  actual  want  of  food  and  fuel. 


CEASES  OPERATION 


Local  Plant  Shut  Down  to 
Await  Improvement  in  Lum- 
ber Market  —  Genoa  Bay 
Mill  Closing  Shortly 


The  Cameron  mill  on  the  Inner 
Harbor  closed  down  last  night,  and 
will  remain  closed  until  the  lumber 
market  Improves.  About  160  men 
are  thrown  out  of  employment.  Tho 
Genoa  Bay  mill,  also  owned  by  tho 
Cameron  interests,  will  cease  opera- 
tion in  about  a  week,  and  another  150 
wgirkers  will  be  idle. 

Speaking  on  the  question  laHt  night, 
Mr.  J.  O.  Cameron,  head  of  the  Cam- 
eron Mills,  stated  that  at  the  pres- 
ent time  prices  obtained  for  lumber 
were  below  what  it  cost  to  manufac- 
ture it.  The  mills  would  remain 
closed  indefinitely.  Three  or  four 
million  feet  of  logs  are  lying  In  the 
harbor  at  the  present  time,  waiting  to 
pass  through  the  Cameron  plant. 

Mr.  Cameron  explained  the  con- 
dition of  the  lumber  market.  He 
pointed  out  that  there  was  at  pres- 
ent no  demand  on  the  prairies,  bi\t 
he  thought  this  market  would  pick 
up  when  the  farmers  had  completed 
the  marketing  of  tbair  crops. 

"The  Ea.-^tern  market  will  improve 
When  the  railways  get  tired  of  haul- 
ing empty  cars  and  come  to  the  de- 
cision that  it  would  pay  them  better 
to  have  full  cars  at  a  lower  rate  than 
occasional  lumber  shipments  from 
the  West  as  at  present,"  declared  Mr. 
,  Cameron,  referring  to  the  Increased 
freight  rates.  He  pointed  out  the 
East  was  getting  most  of  Its  lumber 
now  from  the  Southern  States.  The 
freight  rates  were  not  so  high  from 
that  part  of  the  country  as  from  thla 
coast. 

Questioned  concerning  the  market 
across  the  Pacific.  Mr.  Cameron 
stated  that  the  great  difficulty  in  this 
field  was  the  exchange.  Purchasers 
found  difficulty  in  arranging  for  pay- 
ment. 

"This  thing  has  come  on  suddenly." 
continued  the  lumberman.  "I  went 
Bast  uftout  the  middle  of  November, 
and  when  I  arrived  back  with  what 
I  had  learned  on  my  trip  I  saw  things 
were  getting  so  bad  that  there  was 
nothing  to  do  but  shut  down  until 
conditions  improve." 

This  is  the  first  time  in  the  four- 
teen years  it  has  been  operating  here 
that  the  Cameroii  Mill  has  shut  down. 
The'  Genoa  Bay  Mill  opened  In  1918. 
and  has  been  running  steadily  ever 
since.

Eliminate  Important  Section  In 
Agriculture  Measure,  Taking 
Away  Powers  Which  Gov- 
ment  Regarded  Necessary 


PREMIER  SUPPORTS 

DEFENCE  ESflMATES 


Makes  Statements  in  Com- 
rqons  Concerning  Control  of 
Dardanelles  and  the  British 
Mandate  in  Mesopotamia 


LONDO.V.  Dec.  15. — The  House  of 
Lords  la  playing  havoc  with  the  Gov- 
ernment bills.  After  the  rejection  of 
the  health  bill  yesterday,  the  Lords 
tonight,  by  a  vote  of  140  to  34,  elim- 
inated the  clause  in  the  Agricultural 
bill  providing  for  state  control  of  the 
methods  of  husbandry.  This  destroys 
the  value  of  the  measure  from  the 
Government's   viewpoint,    and    is    con- 


^dered — a    serious   step. 

In  supporting  the  Agricultural  bill 
on  November  15,  In  the  House  of 
Commons,  Mi;.  Lloyd  George  entered 
a.stronjf  plea  for  greater  iiroductlc^, 
declaring  It  was  a  scandal  that  Great 
Britain  during  the  last  year  had 
been  forced  to  import  £500,000,000 
worth  of  food,  which  she  could  have 
produced  herself.  Tho  Agricultural 
bill  is  intended  to  give  extensive 
powers  of  control  to  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  for  the  forcing  of  land 
Into  cultivation  in  consideration  of  a 
guaranteed  price  for  products  to 
farmers. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  today. 
In  the  course  of  the  debate  on  the 
defence  estimates,  Premier  Lloy.i 
George  announced  that  whatever  thu 
changes  in  the  Greek  Governmeni, 
the  guardianship  of  the  DardanellcD 
Straits  must  remain  under  control  of 
Great  Britain,  France  and  Italy,  ra- 
gardless  of  whether  Constantino  ru> 
mali^s  in  Greece  or  Venlxelos  comes 
back. 

Replying  to  much  criticism  on  the 
excessive  cost  of  the  occupation  of 
Mesopotamia,  the  Premier  challenged 
anybody  to  say  that  Great  Brltal-t 
ought  to  abandon  the  mandate  for 
Mesopotamia.  He  declared  that,  bar- 
ing accepted  the  mandate.  Great  Bri^ 
atn  was  bound  to  ghoulder  tbf  4|^uU 


"We  have  made  it  quite  clear  thst 
if  rich  oil  deposits  exist  there,  it 
will  be  for  the  betterment  of  th« 
whole  world,  and  we  will  divide  the 
balance  quite  fairly  between  all  na- 
tions." 

The  Government  is  not  likely  to  re- 
introduce at  the  present  time  the 
health  bill,  which  was  rejected  yester- 
day by  the  House  of  Lords,  and 
probably  will  not  proceed  with  li 
without   much  alteration.

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RESOURCES  CASE 
IS  PRESENTED 


Prairie  Premiers  Meet  Do- 
minion Ministers  for  Discus- 
sion —  Efforts  Making  to 
Draw  Up  Legislation 


OTTAWA,  Dec.  H.— Seeking  a  pos- 
sible settlement  of  the  differences  be- 
tween Dominion  Government  and 
governments  of  the  Prairie  provinces 
with  regard  to  the  question  of  nat- 
ural resources,  the  Premiers  of  the 
three  Western  prpvlncea  mot  Hon. 
Arthur  Melghen  and  members  of  the 
Dominion  Cabinet  this  afternoon  and 
discussed  the  question  from  various 
'ingles.  The  conference  was  ad- 
lourned  shortly  before  6  o'cldck  this 
eveninK,  after  the  presentation  of  the 
Western  provinces  case,  and  was  ex- 
pected to  be  resumed  this  evening, 
but  while  there  was  some  formal  dis- 
cussion between  membera  of  the 
Western  delegation,  there  was  ho 
(ormal    gathering. 

After  the  meeUng,  at  which  the 
case  of  the  Manitoba  Government 
was  presented  by  Attorney-General 
Johnson,  of  that  province,  the  West- 
j  em  Premiers  returned  to  their  hotel, 
where  they  discussed  matters  further 
among  themselves. 

To  the  Canadian  press.  Premier 
Norris,  of  Manitoba,  stated  that  mat- 
ters had  reached  a  stage,  as  the  re- 
sult of  today's  conference,  where  It 
was  for  the  Government  of  the  Do- 
minion and  the  various  provinces  in- 
terested to  draw  up  legUlation  which 
would  ba  acceptable  to  the  Legisla- 
tures and  to  tho  Dominion  Parlla-a 
ment. 

A  similar  statement  was  later  made 
by  Hon.  Arthur  Melghen.  who  stated 
that  today's  confsrence  had  been  a 
canvassing  of  all  poaalble  methods  of 
settlement  In  the  endeavor  to  reich  a 
solution  which  would  prove  accept- 
able, through  Parliament,  to  the 
people  of  the  whole  Dominion.

Rate  Decision  Reserved 

OTTAWA,  Dec.  16. — Hearing  of  the 
application  of  the  Canadian  Express 
Association  to  the  Railway  Board  for 
a  40  per  cent  increase  in  express 
rates,  finally  came  to  a  conclusion 
this  afternoon.  Judgment  was  re-

The  Premier  informed  Father  O'Flanagan  tliat  facilities  would 
be  afforded  him  for  seeing  Arthur  Griffith,  Regarding  dc  Valera, 
the  Premier  w  rote :  "The  ordinary  methods  of  communication  with 
America  are  fully  open  to  you." 

"I  sincerely  trust,"  the  Premier  continued,  "that  as  the  out- 
come of  the  activities  of  all  men  of  peace  and  goodwill,  the  policy 
of  those  who  seek  to  attain  their  political  ends  by  violence  will  be 
finally  abandoned,  and  the  people  of  Ireland  will  be  free  to  return 
to  those  constitutional  mctlujds  by  which  alone  their  reasonable 
aspirations  can  be  attained.  I  am  heartily  at  one  with  you  in  hoping 
that  the  coming  season  of  Christmas  will  allay  the  passions  which  arc

"It  is  obvious,"'  said  Mr.  Hanna. 
"if  the  railway  company  permitted 
members  of  your  organtxatlona  to 
enter  the  political  field  and  atiU  re- 
tain their  Btandlng,  the  aame  privi- 
lege would  necesBarily  have  to  be  ex- 
tended to  every  other  employee  who 
la  unrepresented  in  your  oCganlca- 
tlons,  and  to  all  officers  ua  well. 

"Carrying  this  through  to  its  logical 
conclusion,  I  pointed  out  to  your  rep- 
resentatives thateit  would  be  humanly 
impowible  to  prevent  the  aystem 
from  becoming  f.  hotbed  of  political 
Intrigue,  to  the  disruption  of  discip- 
line in  every  department,  and  to  the 
utter  ruin  of  the  great  properties  In 
which  all  the  people  of  Canada  are 
so  vitally  concerned." 

Replying  to  Mr.  Hanna,  the  com- 
i4i«#  r^proBeni-gfis  The  i*ftkiw&yineii 
states  that  it  regards  Mr.  Hanna's  at- 
titude as  a  declaration  for  class  legis- 
lation, an  attitude  detrimental  to  the 
citizenship  rights  of  labor  In  this  case, 
especially  railway  employees.  "A 
general  confirmation  of  your  position 
would  no  doubt  insure  that  other  em- 
ployers could  and  would  take  a  simi- 
lar position,  so  that  we  might  later 
nnd  ourselves  in  the  position  of  being 
represented  in  parliament,  provincial 
or  federal,  by  no  one  related  to 
labor."

GERMANY  SUSPENDS 

PAYMENTS  TO  ALLIES 

BERLIN,  Dec.  li. — The  Germs  n 
Qovernment's  auapeaaion  of  pay- 
ments to  the  Entente  through  the 
Qerman  clearing  ofllee  meets  with 
the  general  approval  of  the  Barlln 
financial  writers.  They  point  oat

London  Papers  Comment  on 
Refusal  of  League  Assembly 
to  Take  Decided  Action- 
Curious  Attitude  of  U.S. 


Extent  of  Traffic  in  Ontario  Is 
Indicated  to  Railway  Board 
by  Licence  Inspector  — 
Higli^  Rate  Question 


OTTAWA,  Dec.  16.— Some  Illumin- 
ative evidence  as  t©  the  extent  of 
what  might  be  described  afl  the  one- 
bottle  liquor  movement  in  Ontario, 
t:nder  the  Provincial  Government's 
dispensary  system,  was  submitted  *o 
the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners 
yesterday  before  the  resumption  of 
the  argiKnent  in  the  express  rates 
ctise.  ' 

The  Information  came  from  A.  N. 
Birmingham,  an  inspector  for  the 
Ontario  Licence  Commission.  Mr. 
Birmingham  explained  that  as  there 
are  only  seven  dispensaries  In  the 
Province,  orders  from  a  ^reat  many 
of  the  smaller  placet^  have  to  be  sent 
by  express.  In  the  case  of  an  Indi- 
vidual sending  In  an  order  tMised  upon 
a  prescription,  he  can  get  only  one 
Irrrperial  quart  botfle,  for  which  the 
Government  charges  |4,  lnclud^n.{  a 
charge  of  35  cents  express.  Mr.  Blr- 
rr.ingham  expressed  the  view  that  if 
there  la  to  be  an  increase  in  express 
rates  the  higher  rates  would  particu- 
larly affect  this  one-bottle  move- 
ment. 

Questioned  as  to  the  eytent  of  the 
one-bottle  movement,  Mr.  Blrminif- 
ham  could  not  give  the  exact  figures, 
but  said  that  they  would  averago 
t>ree  or  four  hundred  a  day.  The 
figures  apparently  came  as  a  sur- 
prise, as  It  had  been  argued  that  If 
the  majority  of  the  Provinces  voted 
dry,  there  will  be  no  liquor  for  the 
express  companies  to  carry,  and  this 
Important  source  of  revenue  will  be 
dried  up. 

Counsel  opposing  the  application 
fcr  increased  rates  referred  to  Mr. 
Birmingham's  statement  as  proof 
tnat  this  source  of  revenue  would  not 
entirely  disappear.

"The  fact,  at  any  rate,  remaina 
that  he  approves  the  recommenda- 
tion that  Congress  should  authorise 
another  three-year  program,  to  be 
begun  as  soon  as  the  sixteen  capital 
Bhips  now  building  are  finished. 

"The  question  that  ia  not  yet  satis- 
factorily answered  Is  against  what 
enemy  and  for  what  exact  purpose 
la  this  force   being  built   up. 

"Mr.  Daniels  says  against  any  com- 
bination, but  we  hardly  suppose  he 
means  to  build  against  the  combined 
navies  of  the  old  world  and  Japan, 
We  are  led  in  any  case  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  attempt  to  build 
against  any  European  navy  or  com- 
bination of  navies  is  in  itself  a  con- 
tradiction of  that  spirit  of  the  Mon- 
roe Doctrine,  which  led  to  the  re- 
jection of  the  League,  for  it  lAiplies 
an  entanglement  in  European  af- 
fairs." I 

The  Dally  News  says  the  debate  on 
disarmament  by  the  League  of  Na- 
tions assembly  will  bring  disappoint- 
ment to  millions  of  iteople  who-  are 
looking  to  the  League  of  Nations  to 
stop  the  international  race  In  arma- 
ments. 

"The  debate."  It  adds,  "repealed 
the  presence  of  so  many  faltering  na- 
tions-^n  ■  the  League  that  the-  pros- 
pcct  of  world-wide  agreement  to  re- 
duce military  'standards  seems  to  be 
fading  away. 

"All  the  great  nations  .are  groaning 
under  the  load  of  taxation  which 
threatens  them  with  bankruptcj',  and 
that  burden  is  due  in  large  measure 
to  the  fact  that  the  governments  con- 
cerned are  still  'safeguarding'  them- 
selves against  war. 

"In  other  words,  they  are  prepar- 
ing for  fresh  wars." 

PRESIDENT  SELECTS 

HENRY  MORGENTHAU 

WASHINGTON,  Dec.  16.  —  Henry 
Morgenthau,  of  New  York,  former 
ambassador  to  Turkey,  has  been 
selected  by  President  Wilson  to  act 
as  the  president's  personal  repre- 
sentative in  mediating  between  the 
Armenians  and  the  Turkish  Nation- 
alists. 

Mr.  Morgenthau  conferred  with 
Acting  Secvetary  Davis  at  the  BUte 
Department  today,  receiving  final  in- 
structions as  to  his  mission.  The  de- 
partment, however,  has  not  heard 
from  the  League  ■of  Nations  in  re- 
sponse to  the  President's  request  for 
further  information  as  to  preeedure.

(7.800  bales  less  than  in  October.t 
J6S,000  balea  less  than  In  November, 
test  year,  and  almost  400.000  bales 
leas  for  the  four  monthe  period  as 
compared  with  the  same  period  a 
year  ago.  Active  cotton  spindles 
nuratiered  about  5,000.000  less  than 
in  Octokar  and  almost  3.000,000  lasa 
than  in  November  last  year.

ASSEMBLY  WILL 
PIE  MANDATES 


Animated  Discussion  Is  Ex- 
pected When  the  Question 
Comes  Up — Complaint  of 
Lack  of  Information 


GENEVA,  Dae.  15. — Discussion  on 
the  question  of  mandates  on  the  floor 
of  the  Assembly  of  the  League  of  Na. 
tions  seemed  today  to  be  probable  and 
it  waa  expected  there  would  be  an 
animated  debate  before  the  subject 
was  disposed  of.  When  the  actual 
debate  might  begin  was  not  indicated, 
but  statements  of  deleKates  to  the  As- 
sembly reflected  the  view  that  before 
the  end  of  the  present  meeting  the 
whole  question  would  be  ftijlly  oon- 
eidered.  i 

A  sub  committee  of  committee  No. 
6.  which  has  been  considering  the 
question  of  mandates,  held  stormy 
sessions  yesterday  and  Monday,  some 
of  the  members.  Including  Hon.  C.  J. 
Doherty,  of  Canada,  and  Dr.  Nansen, 
of  Norway,  pushing  for  action,  while 
others  appeared  indifferent. 

It  appears  the  Council  of  the 
League  has  encountered  difllcuUiea  In 
securing  satisfactory  replies  from  the 
Supreme  Allied  Council  and  from  tho 
mandatory  powers  concerning  the 
terms  of  the  mandates  and  the  bound- 
aries of  territories  placed  under  the 
supervision  of  various  nations.  In 
addition,  the  Council  of  the  League 
is  said  to  have  delayed  the  giving  of 
information  requested  In  regard  to 
other  matters.  ' 

There  is  a  strong  current  of  opinion 
in  the  Assembly  that  the  mandates 
under  which  the  powers  fix  their  own 
terms  are  not  properly  mandates,  and 
there  are  indications  that  the  ques- 
may^~ba- thrown  baok  ^o»-  -tha 
Supreme  Allied  Council  if  sufficient 
information  has  been  secured  before 
Thursday  night.  The  committee  in 
charge  of  the  matter  holds  that  it 
must  have  this  information  before  it 
can  make  a  report. 

The  Assembly,  which  has  been  dis- 
posing of  only  one  subject  each  day 
since  Monday,  tried  today  to  make 
better  progrress.  On  the  programme 
was  the  task  of  electing  new  members 
to  the  League,  the  choosing  of  four 
new  elective  members  of  the  Council 
and  the  disposing  of  questionH  regard- 
ing the  "white  slave"  traffic  and  UfB 
opium  trade,  which  was  left  over 
from  yesterday.

TORONTO,  Dec.  15.— At  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Parkdale  branch  of  tha 
G.W.V.A.  last  night.  President  A.  8. 
Armstrong  read  a  telegram /from 
Dominion  Secretary  McNeill,  stating 
that  the  Dominion  Government  has 
announced  that  it  was  prepai;ed  to 
furnish  one-third  of  relief  funds 
necessary  this  Winter,  provided  the 
provinces  and  municipalities  each 
furnished  one-third.

Very  complete  arrangements'^  are 
bping  made  to  cope  with  the  unem- 
ployment situation  in  this  city,  and 
within  the  next  few  days  it  is  ex- 
pected a  considerable  amoiAit  of 
work  will  be  provided  for  those  who 
are  idle.  The  wants  of  those  in  dis- 
tress have  been  provided  for.  All 
'comers  are  treated  alike,  despite  the 
fact  that  a  considerable  number  of 
them  are  non-residents  of  the  city 
and  have  no  claim  on  the  taxpayers. 
This  phase  of  the  situation.  ho|vever, 
will  be  remedied  shortly,  as  all  appli- 
cants will  have  to  register  at  the  em- 
ployment bureau  and  each  case  will 
be   thoroughly  discussed. 

Free  restaurant  tickets  have  been 
supplied  to  6,652  men.  and  412  fam- 
ilies have  received  provisions,  coal, 
clothing  and  bedding  since  last  Fri- 
day, according  to  Captain  C.  A.  Mc- 
Slalney,  ot  the  Salvation  Army.

— The  day  of  the 
forger  of  old  maaters  aeems  to  have, 
come  to  an  end.  An  Infallible  teat  of 
f:enuin<>ne6a  la  said  to  have  been  die- 
covered.  It  la  to  have  plcturee  phis- 
tOKrapbcd  with  X-raya.  Yesterday  a: 
the  Academy  of  Sciences,  the  rei>o^ 
of  Dr.  Andre  Cheron  on  hla  experi- 
ments was  presented,  and  photo- 
Krapha  wer<>  submitted  showing  the 
results. 

One  picture  by  Van  Ostade,  of  men 
drinking  at  a  table,  when  submitted 
to  the  X-ray  test  showed  that  It  had 
been  pointed  over  a  study  of  dead 
birds.  Another,  of  a  royal  child  of 
France  of  the  fifteenth  century,  now 
in  the  Louvre,  when  photographed, 
showed  that  a  black  surface  had  been 
painted  about  100  years  ago  over  a 
picture  of  yet  earlier  date. 

A  third  example  was  of  a  cruciflx- 
loB  by  EnKelbrechtsen,  which  was  be- 
lieved to  be  genuine.  Unfortunately, 
the  X-rays  showed  that  below  the  fig- 
ure of  a  woman  had  been  painted  the 
flguY^  of  a  monk  by  an  earlier  artist. 

The  proof  in  the  test  lies  in  the 
fact  that  the  X-rays  can  show  what 
kind  of  paint  has  been  used,  and  to 
what  period  it  belongs.  The  old  mas- 
ters used  metallic  paints,  which  hold 
the  rays  much  more  visibly  than  the 
vegetable  paints  of  nowadays. 

Also  there  is  a  difference  in  the 
glaze  used,  which  immediately  dates 
the  picture.  The  older  glaze  was 
much  more  transparent  than  the 
modern,  and  tells  at  once  the  datjB  of 
the  picture  when  submitted  to-' the 
test.

President  Hirsch  and  '  Western 
Manager  Windsor,  of  the  Lock  Joint 
Company,  were  in  Victoria  yesterday 
and  during  their  stay  made  a  trip  of 
Inspection  to  the  Sooke  Lake  water- 
works examining  the  flowllne  be- 
tween  the  lake  and  the  Humpback 
rettervoir. 

They  were  accompanied  by  City 
Engineer  F.  M.  Preston.  The  Lock 
Joint  Company  carried  out  the  conr 
tract  for  the  Installation  of  the  flow- 
line  joints,  and  the  visit  of  the  offl- 
clals  was  due  largely  to  reports  In 
circulation  last  Summer 'that  the  con- 
crete pipes  were  not  wholly  satis- 
factory. Leakages  occurred  at  the 
Joints  as  a  result  of  the  expansion 
and  contraction  of  the  concrete,  duo 
to  weather  condltlone.  An  alder- 
manic  committee  investigated  the 
matter,  and  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  what  had  happened  was  only  to 
be  expected  in  view  of  the  exposed 
location  of  the  flowllne.  The  leak- 
age was  found  to  be  comparatively 
slight,  and  City  Engineer  Preston 
was  Instructed  to  carry  out  some  ex- 
perimental work,  with  a  view  to  find- 
ing an  effective  material  for  repair- 
ing the  Joints. 

Neither  Mr.  Hirsch  nor  Mr.  Wind- 
sor were  able  to 'offer  any  suggestions 
for  the  repair  ot  the  Joints,  other 
than  those  already  under  considera- 
tion by  Mr.'  Preston,  but  they  stated 
that  they  will  send  one  of  the  com- 
pany's engineers  here  If  there  hap- 
pens to  be  one  in  this  territory  in 
the  near  future. 

Mr.  Preston  Is  now  experimenting 
with  asphalt  as  a  filler  for  the  Joint 
repairs,  using  corrugated  ^ Iron  bands 
to  retain  it.  A  tar  composition  will 
probably  be  tried,  as  well  as  a  cor- 
rugated iron  of  triangular  design.  In- 
stead of  the  rounded  pattern.  Cop- 
per will  also  be  tested  as  a  substitute 
for  the  iron  later  on.

RATE  OF  ISXCBANOB 


Th«  premium  on  th«  American 
dollar  continues  to  Increase,  and 
while  peraona  and  newapaperg  on  the 
other  aide  of  the  line  who  take  a 
Buperflclal  view  of  matters  of  trade 
and  flnance  rejoice  creatly  thereat, 
others  of /Clearer  perception  are  some- 
what perturbed  In  mind.  The  value 
of  the  dollar  is  high,  but  the  foreign 
trad*  of  the  United  Slates  la  deelln- 
Ing  ao  fast  as  to  creafe  alarm  in  the 
minds  of  men  engaged  in  business. 
Conditions  from  an  American  point 
of  vtaw  would  be  altogether  radiant 
If  International  business  transuctions 
wer»  ^restricted  to  barter  in  dollars; 
but  there  must  be  merchandise  be- 
hind currency  to  insure  stability  and 
permanence  in  trade.  The  astute 
business  man  knows  this,  and  the 
rapid  decline  In  'exports  from  the 
Unitsd  States  to  many  of  the  coun- 
trlet  of  the  world,  and  particularly 
to  Great  Britain  and  her  possessions, 
whlfeh  In  the  past  have  been  among 
the  Viost  profitable  customers  of  the 
Americans,  indicates  his  reasons  for 
"  uneasiness.  The  premium  on  the 
American  dollar  Is  Just  th0~  amount 
of  the  premium  added  to  the  price 
of  the  goods  the  American  is  trying 
to  sell,  and  the  rate  of  exchange  has 
become  so  high  that  in  many  cases 
soiling  has  become  almost  an  Im- 
possibility. In  the  case  of  Canada, 
which  may  be  cited  as  an  example 
of  cause  and  effect,  the  12  to  18  per 
cent  premium  on  the  American  dol- 
lar means  from  13  to  16  per  cent 
added  to  the  protective  tariff  In  the 
ease  of  goodii  whioh  are  subject  to 
duty.  The  natural  consequence 
therefore  is  that  Conadians  i^annot 
afford  to  indulge  In  luxuries  Imported 
from  the  United  states  and  that  In 
the  case  of  necessaries,  apart  alto- 
gether from  the  matter  of  patriotism 
and  patronage  of  home  industries, 
necessity  compels  them  to  buy  heme 
products. 

Obaervtng  the  trend  of  everits  one 
of  the  leading  exporters  of  the 
United  States,  with  New  York  as  his 
headquarters,  is  beseeching  tho  busi- 
ness men  of  his  country  to  unite  for 
the  purpose  of  arresting  the  present 
tendency  to  Infl^e  the  value  of  the 
dollar  and  to  restore  exchange  to  a 
reasonable  basis,  If  not  to  wipe  off 
the  premium  exacted  altogether. 
This  appeal  would  indicate  a  convic- 
tion' In  the  minds  of  at  least  some 
individuals  in  the  United  States  that 
it  Is  not  altogether  the  unfavorable 
balance  of  trade  that  is  at  the  bot- 
tom of  the  premium  ''on  the  dollar: 
that  there  may  be,  to  a  certifln  ex- 
tent at  least,  manipulation  behind  it. 
In  supi^rt  of  this  supposition  may  be 
cited  t^  fact  that  the  so-called  bal- 
ance of  trade  Invariably  has  been 
heavily  against  Great  Britain  in  her 
trade  relations  with  the  United 
States  during  normal  times  and  yet 
ner  currency  generally  carried  Its 
face  value  everywhere.  There  may 
be  some  misgivings  In  respect  of  sev- 
eral of  the  nations  of  Europe  meet- 
ing thalr  flnanolal- obligations,  owing 
to  the  unrest  prevailing  there  and 
the  Instability  of  governments  and  in- 
stitutions; but  neither  Great  Britain 
nor  Canada  Is  likely  to  become  a  de« 
fauUer.

Oriental  power  and  the  republic  of. 
America  are  not  strained,  but  they 
are  not  altogether  pleasant.  Japan 
resents  implications  of  inferiority 
which  have  been  faatened  upon  her 
people  by  laws  passod  by  the  United 
States  for  the  restriction  of  Immigra- 
tion and  possession  of  property.  The 
Japanese  are  a  progressive,  indus- 
trious race,  and  are  proud  of  their 
achievements  within  the  compass  of 
a  comparatively  few  years.  They 
have  had  successes  in  war,  in  com- 
merce and  industry.  They  believe 
their  status  should  be  admitted  as  on 
ao  equality  with  that  of  any  other 
nation  in  the  world.  Apparently 
they  are  prepared  to  Justify  that  as- 
sumption by  every  means  In  their 
power. 

We  hope  and  trust  there  never  will 
be  war  between  the  United  States 
and  Japan,  but  tlie  conditions  stated 
predicate  dread  possibilities  should 
further  irritating  incidents  occur  la 
the  relations  between  the  two  powers. 
Rivalry  in  naval  construction  will 
not  have  a  tendency  to  produce  more 
pleasant  relations.  When  nations 
succeed  in  their  ambitions  of  forg- 
ing a  tremendous  weapon  of 
aggression,  very  often  something 
occurs  to  tempt  them  to  test  It,  The 
late  Garman  Emperor  could  not  re- 
sist such  an  Impulse  when  he 
thought  he  had  succeeded  in  creating 
a  navy  sufdciently  puissant  for  his 
purpose  of  conquering  the  world,  lie 
had  watched  -his  mighty  armies 
parading  in  "shining  armor"  and  his 
navy  manoeuvring  In  the  waters  until 
he  was  convinced  they  were  in- 
vincible. But  Secretary  Daniels  is 
nearlng  the  end  of  his  term  of  oflloe. 
A  Republican  administration  will 
succeed  to  power  in  March  next.  It 
may  take  an  altogether  different 
view  on  mailed  ^f  armament,  and 
any  danger  of  a  rupture  with  Japan 
may  be  avoided  by  the  adoption  of  a 
policy  that  savors  more  of  peace  and 
good-will.         ~^

In  one  of 
these  ho  writes  of  the  many  dls- 
tlnVuishod  artists  he  had  met  in  the 
course  of  a  long  and  successful 
musical  career.  Here  is  ah  Inter- 
esting description  of  his  experience 
with  Mme.  Adelina  Patti,  doubtless 
then  at  the  senlth  of  her  fame  as 
Queen  of  Song:  "At  the  conclusion 
of  a  most  pleasant  tour  at  Notting- 
ham, she  invited  me  to  a  farewell 
supper,  and  two  hours  after  mid- 
night wished  me  an  affectionate 
goodbye,  Dnlshlng  up  with  a  brace  of 
kisses  in  quite  the  Continental  man- 
ner, one  on  each  cheek!  I  felt  re- 
luctant to  wash  my  faOe  for  days 
afterwards  I" 

Thus  was  the  Continental  manner 
of  salutation  introduced  Into  England 
by  one  of  the  great  artists  of*  that 
day.  We  are  constrained  to  wonder 
whether  Mr.  Mills  was  embarrassed, 
being  an  Englishman  and  therefore 
quite  taken  aback  by  such  an  uncon- 
ventional method  of  expressing  ad- 
miration. NotwIthsUndlng  such  a 
precedent,  the  custom  has  not  be- 
come general  In  England  or  on  this 
oontinent — at  least  until  recently  w|th 
the  advent  of  women  Into  public 
life.  Wo  wonder  whether  that 
theatrical  affair  between  the  Premier 
and  Mrs.  Ralph  Smith,  the  political 
heroine  of  the  day,  was  staged  In 
advance,  or  was  Just  the  Impulsive 
act  of  a  somewhat  emotional  leader. 
There  is  a  possibility  that  Mrs.  Smith 
may  be  taken  into  the  Cabinet.  Will 
the  precedent  established  at  Vancou< 
ver  be  generally  adopted  at  meetings 
'where  the  various  fhembers  of  the 
Government  take  counsel  together, 
and  will  the  Premier  be  entitled  to 
precedence  In  tA  exchange  of  greet- 
ings with  ths  flrst  woman  ministor 
British  Columbia  has  ever  had  r  The 
subject  is  one  of  great  interest  to  the 
constituents  of  the  various  ministers, 
and  possibly  to  their  wives  also.

VANCOUVER,  Dec.  15.— "A  mu- 
tual understanding  of  the  trade  re- 
quirements of  Canada  and  China  is  a 
prime  requisite  for  the  establishment 
of  trade  relations  between  the  two 
counU'len,"  is  the  opinion  expressed  by 
Mr.  Li  gum  Ling,  who  is  in  the  city 
investigating  trade     possibilities  here. 

Mr.  Ling,  who  was  for  some  time 
connected  with  the  Finance  Depart- 
ment of  the  Chinese  Qovernment.  is 
interested  primarily  in  the  establish- 
ment of  suitable  money  houses  to 
facilitate  exchange  between  the  two 
countries. 

For  this  purpose  he  proposes,  with 
his  colleagues,  to  found  the  Pacific 
Commercial  Bank  as  a  branch  of  Chi- 
nlfse  banking  institutions.  The  bapk, 
he  suggests,  will  have  its  headquar- 
ters in  Vancouver.  If  conditions  war- 
rant it.  he  said,  the  baiik  will  also  es- 
tablish some  sort  of  financial  connec- 
tion in  Eastern  Canada  and  the  Unit- 
ed States. 

Leaving  this  evening  for  Seattle, 
Mr.  Ling  wilf  visit  Seattle  and  other 
Coast  cities  before  returning  to  Van- 
couver en  route Ao  Eastern  Canada. 

"The  main  difficulty  up  to  the  pres- 
ent," stated  Mr.  Ling,  "Is  the  existence 
of  a  silver  standard  in  one  country 
and  a  gold  standard  in  the  other, 
which  makes*  trade  conditions  very 
precarloua."

A  loan  to  New  Westminster  to  per- 
mit that  municipaUty  to  meet  the  un- 
employment problem  was  the  subject 
of  discussion  between  memt>ers  of  the 
Royal  City  Council  and  Premier  Oli- 
ver on  Monday  last.  The  report*  of 
the  interview,  as  contained  in  the 
New  Westminster  press,  is  interesting 
in  that  it  sets  forth  the  Government's 
policy  in  respect  of  old  that  may  be 
granted  to  the  municipalities  for  that 
purpose. 

As  a  result  of  the  interview  the 
City  Council  of  .New  Westminster  will 
ask  the  C>overnment  for  a  loan  of 
|2.'>,000,  the  I'lemier  making  it  clear 
that  iiny  aid  so  granted  intiniclpali- 
tics  by  the  I'lovliice  shall  be  loans 
repayable  with  bank  Interest  and  not 
in'  .iny  way  gifts. 

In  reporting  the'  Interview,  The 
British  Columbian,  N  the  New  West- 
minster daily  paper,  says: 

The  Premier  agreed  that  the  money 
may  be  repaid  in  five  yearly  instal- 
ments. But  he  did  not  agree  to  a 
Huggestion  that  It  should  bear  no  ii^- 
terest.  Tlie  city,  he  said,  will  have 
to  pay  the  unual  bank  interest  rate. 

He  mude  it  clear  also  that  the  Gov- 
ernment will  not  make  a  grant  out- 
right. The  money,  ho  suggested, 
might  be  expended  with  more  care  If 
the  city  had  to  pay  it  back.  ' 

Mr.  Oliver  said  that  the  Minister  of 
Public  Works  Is  consulting  the  de- 
partment officials  with  a  view  to 
ascertaining  what  work  can  be  done 
.Tt  this  season  of  the  year.  The  Min- 
ister of  Finance  is  also  taking  otock 
of  the  position,  and  will  present  a 
report  shortly.  The  executive  Is  "in 
the  position  that  it  must  take  "stock, 
and  find  out  where  it  stand.s  finan- 
cially. This  year  the  cost  of  work 
has  been  much  heavier  than  •sti- 
mated — 30   per  cent  higher. 

Revealing  a  glimpse  of  the  iron 
hand  within  the  velvet  glove,  Mr. 
Oliver  said  that  It  was  the  Govern- 
ment's desire  to  work  in  harmony 
with  the  municipalities,  but  that  it 
would  not  do  any  municipality  "a 
parti^rie  of  good"  to  try  to  force  the 
Government  to  do  anything  not  in  the 
interests  of  tho   Province  as  a  whole. 

What  he  had  in  mind,  he  went  on, 
is  that  under  th.i  new  liquor  legisla- 
tion there  will  be  a  certain  amount 
of  revenue  coming  to  the  municipali- 
ties, and  that  this  will  help  them  re- 
pay such  sums  as  they  may  now  bor- 
roiy  for  thl.s  emergency. 

'You  mean  that  this  loan  ahould 
be  repaid?"  queried  Mayor  .Johnston; 
"I  understand  that  there  are  certain 
'loans'  mi-.(1e  by  governmeiits  that 
are  not  intended  to  be  repfild." 

"We  don't  propose  to  make  any 
loans  of  that  kind,"  retorted  the 
Premier. 

Aid.  Fenton  said  he  thought  that 
if  the  city  dug  up  three  or  four 
thousand  dollars,  they  miglit  get  fif- 
teen or  twenty  from  the  Government. 

"You  must  realise  that  we'd'  have 
tho  same  demand  from  all  over  tho 
I'rovince,"   objected    Mr.    Oliver. 

"But  I'm  speaiving  for  New  West- 
minster." 

'"And  I'm  speaking  for  the  Prov- 
ince." . 

"Thin  city  is  broke."

Premier 
Oliver  wired  to  the  Federal  premier 
advJslUK  him  of  the  fact  and  urging 
thltt  immediate  ateps  be  taken  to  pro- 
vide for  the  due  carrying  on  of  the 
authority  exercised  by  the  offlce.  In 
reply  has  come  the  message  that  an 
appointment  to  the  high  ofBce  will 
be  made  shortly,  but  that  it  is  not 
proper  to  appoint  an  administrator 
to  carry  on  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Under  section  67  of  the  British 
North    America    Act    It      is"     provided: 

"The     Governor-Genoral-in-Councll 

may    from    time    to    time    appoint    an 

administrator    to    execute    the     office 

and  functions  of  Lieutenant-Governor 

during    his    absence,    illness    or    other 

inability."  ^ 

w 

But  the  Provincial  Government's 
legal  authorities  hold  that  that  sec- 
tion does  not  cover' the  present  c««se 
where  a  IJeutenant-Governor  dies  in 
office  and,  apparently.  Judging  from 
tho  tenor  of  the  wire  received  from 
Ottawa  the  I'omlnlon  Government's 
legal  advisors  think   likewise. 

If  Hucli  is  the  legal  position  It 
would  appear  that  until  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  new  Lieutenant-Governor, 
-no— oi^lerw-ln-eonneH -passed^  by — the 
present  Provincial  Government  can 
become  operative  for  there  is  no  one 
in  the  position  of  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor  to  sign   them. 

Premier  Oliver,  referring  to  the 
position  taken  by  Ottawa,  said  yes- 
terday: "Wtf  will  simply  have  to 
wait  until  the  appointment  of  the 
successor  of  the  late  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor is   made   by  Ottawa." 

IC  Is  undoubtedly  the  case  that  the 
pontton  In  which  the  Province  finds 
itself  will  be  more  or  less  embarrass- 
ing to  the  Government  in  that  maiiy 
matters  of  importance  upon  whidh 
the  Government  desires  to  take  action 
must  be  held  up  until  the  new  en- 
cumbent of  the  office  is  ijamed.

R.  filled  its  wheat  cars  returning 
from  the  coast  with  lumber.  The  new 
rates  have  made  this  impossible,  and 
the  grain  care  are  going  back  empty 
to  the  prairies  and  East.  Many  mills 
have  closed  down,  and  others  are 
contemplating  suspension. 

Mr.  G.  F.  Walton,  of  Sidney,  one 
of  the  leading  lumber  operators  of 
the  Island,  said  the  rates  were  para- 
lysing   trade    everywhere. 

Mr.  Hugh  Savage  said  the  Do- 
minion OcArernment  was  providing  for 
the  taking  of  evidence  on  the  railway 
fate  situation  In  April. 

Dr.  D.  E.  Kerr,  of  Courtenay,  urged 
that  the  Railway  Board  be  communi- 
cated with  and  asked  to  hasten  the 
inquiry. 

Mr.    Clinton,    of   Cumberland,    said 
that  while  his  town  used  to  ship  out 
twenty   carloads   of    lumber   monthly, 
the  average  was  now  one.carload. 
Against  Arbitrary  Rate 

Holding  that  the  present  arbitrary 
rate  charged  on  lumber  shipments 
from  Vancouver  Island  constitutes 
unjustified  discrimination  against  not 
only  the  sawmill  industry  but  gen- 
eral trade  interests,  the  Associated 
Boards  decided  to  protest  to  the  Rail- 
way Commissioners  of  Canada  against 
this  charge.  \ 

Mr.  G.  H.  Walton,  Sidney,  manager 
of  the  Sidney  Mills,  Ltd.,  declared 
that  the  arbitrary  rate  an  object  of 
protest  ever  since  lu  Imposition,  had 
been  made  even  more  burdensome 
recently  by  the  railway's  action  in  in- 
creasing it  thirty-three  and  a  third 
per  cent.  "When  the  new  rates  wore 
ordered."  said  Mr.  Walton,  "the  Rail- 
way Board  claimed  it  was  not  In- 
tended to  change  business  relations 
already  established  and  that  no  dis- 
crimination was  to  be  tolerated.  We 
hold  that  present  conditions  do 
amount  to  discrimination,  and  a  very 
serious  .one.  The  arbitrary  rate  at 
Sidney  has  been  raised  from  one  and 
a  half  cents  to  two  cents.  On  ship- 
ments from  Albernl  u  has  been  made 
as  high  as  four  cents  per  thousand." 

Mr.  WaHon  added  that  the  Victoria 
Board  of  Trade  and  private  interests 
were  behind  the  protest'  and  that  ac- 
t*n  would  be  Uken  at  onco.  Tlia 
stippArt  ct  the  Associated  Board  i  wj.s 
urged,  so  that  when  the  Railway 
Board  was  approached  the  voice  of 
the  whole  Island  would  be  h<MXd.

FAMOUS  OARSMAN  WAS 
TYPICAL  JOHN  BULL 

W.  B.  Woodgaie    Waa    Wen    Known 

Thronghoot  Rowing  World  as  An- 

tboiity  and  Expert  of  the  Sport 

Mr.  W.  B.  Woodgate.  who  died  re- 
cently in  Southampton,  England,  at 
the  age  of  SO  las  the  result  of  a  chill, 
was  one  of  the  most  famous  of  old 
Oxford   rowing  "blues"  of  his  day.  • 

He  rowed  In  'Varsity  boat  races  of 
Ites  and  1SS3,  both  of  which  Ox- 
ford won,  and  a  year  later  won  the 
Dicmond  Sculls  at  Henley.  Part- 
nered by  W.  Champneys,  he  also  won 
the  Silver  Goblets,  and  twice  captured 
th*  Wlngflsld  Soulls,  which  carrlM 
with  It  tha  ehampionahip  of  tho 
ThamAi. 

In  appearanoe,  Mr.  Woodgato  was 
a  typical  Bngllshman.  who  might 
very  well  have  sat  for  John  Ball.  A 
'  \  -' '^ =^ 


fine  figure  of  a  man,  over  6  ft.  high, 
his  old-fashioned  style  of  dress  with 
a  top  coat  and  low-crowned  bsaver 
hat,  made  him  one  of  the  most  rs- 
markablo  personalities  bolh  at  Put- 
ney and  Henley.  His  knowledge  of 
rowing,  both  its  science  and  its  prac- 
tice, was  enormous.  He  has  written 
books  on  the  subject  and  aoted  as  ad- 
viser to  many  famous  oraws.  He  waa 
no  believer  in  trials  against  the 
wstcb,  of  which  so  much  is  made  by 
some  experts,  as  be  held  the  opinion 
that  unless  the  conditions  when  the 
trials  were  rowed  were  the  same  for 
both  crews  the  time  teats  proved 
nothing. 

One  good  story  Is  told  of  Mr.  Wood. 
gate,  which  indirectly  led  to  four- 
oared  races  being  rowed  without  cox- 
swains. In  the  late  'sixties  he  was 
rowing  No.  3  in  the  Brasenose.  Col- 
lege, Oxford  Four,  which  was  drawn 
at  Henley  ilegatta  against  the  Oa^l- 
lators  Club  and  Kingston  n.C.  Before 
(he  race  Mr.  Woodgate  stated  tUat 
he  did  not  need  a  coxswain^  but  as 
the  stewards  decided  otherwise  he 
took  one  aboard.  Directly  the  race 
started,  however,  the  cox,  evidently 
at  Mr.  Woodgate's  instigation,  dlvad 
overboard  and  swam  ashore.  Braac-

Peep  Into  the  Fatnre. 

Sir, — The#  world  has  Just  emerged 
from  the  throes  of  the  greatest  war 
In  hiBtory,  and  though  the  land  forcea 
played  a  big  part,  the  undeniable  fact 
rcmainn  that  Brittoh  naval  auprem- 
ocy  on  the  high  seaa  waa  the  princi- 
pal agent  In  the  ultimate  succeu  that 
waa  the  reward  of  the  Allied  Powers. 
With  the  Peace  Treaty,  a  League 
of  Nations  has  come  Into  existence, 
primarily  with  the  hope  of  settling 
International  problems  by  a  process 
of  •rbltratlon.  The  modus  operandi 
of  this  powerful  assembly  Is  not  yet 
satisfactorily  agreed  upon,  and 
though  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  prac- 
tical working  basis  will  be  formu- 
lated, It  will,  nevertheless,  be  essen- 
tial for  all  the  principal  powers  to 
maintain  certain  naval  standards  to 
police   their   respective   territories. 

On  the  BuppoBltlon  that  all  nations 
will  agree'  to  the  decisions  of  the 
League,  there  would  be  little  to  fear 
for  th9  future,  but  It  should  also  be 
remembered  that  a  certain  "Hague 
Tribunal"  was  established  for  a  sim- 
ilar purpose — yet  the  groat  war 
happened. 

i''or  many  years  past  the  streat 
hordes  of  China  have  been  steadily 
advancing  In  the  arts  and  stratagems 
of  war,  training  assiduously  under  the 
tutelage  of  German  militarists,  which 
fact  Is  accentuated  by  film  repro- 
duction of  many  of  their  manoeuvres 
showing  the  Crflncse  troops  march- 
ing In  regular  formation  with  the 
well-known   German    "goose-step." 

Next  to  China  lies  Japan.  Here 
la  a  country  over-populated,  thirsting 
for  new  territory.  In  their  pursuit 
of  fresh  fields,  to  conquer,  they  have 
tasted  of  the  frult«  of  victory  In  their 
wars  with  China  and  Russia.  This 
people,  also.  Is  forever  advancing  In 
the  principles  of  war,  and  Is  even  to- 
day entering  Into  competition  with 
Britain  In  naval  construction,  .wsll- 
knowlng  the  value  of 'naval  strength 
In  the  two  wars  mentioned.  Who  Is 
to  aay  they  are  not  even  now  looking 
towards  Canada? 

Canada.  In  Its  majesty  stretching 
from  coast  to  coast  of  the  two  great- 
est oceanff;  possessing  within  Its  gates 
boundless  gifts  of  a  beneficent  Provi- 
dence; giving  habitation  to  millions 
of  the  sturdiest  of  British  settlers; 
and.  toraooth,  offering  no  protection 
whatever  on  either  coast  line  but  a 
few  subsldlied,  yea,  even  obsolete, 
cruisers  from  the  Home  Fleet.  Could 
anythtnc  be  more  ludicrous? 

Patrlottam  Is  one  thing.  Imperialism 
la  another.  About  14  or  IS  years  ago 
a  wave  of  imperial  devotion  passed 
over  the  Colonies.  New  Zealand 
reapohded  by  donating  a  ,  battleship 
to  Britain.  Australia,  with  a  vision 
of  the  future  aald,  "No,  let  us  use  the 
money  to  eatabllsh  a  fleet  of  our 
own."  What  la  the  result  of  this 
policy  today?  A  fleet  of  "River 
Olaea"  deatroy***"*  was  established, 
with    proviaton    made    that   /a    given 


number  of  workmen  from  Australia 
be  employed  In  the  British  yards  to 
be  .trained  In  construction  of  this  and 
other  classes  of  war  vessels,  with  the 
basic  object  of  establishing  the  Indus- 
try and  building  their  own  naval  de- 
fences. The  first  order  was  for  12 
destroyers,  six  to  be  built  in  British 
yards  and  six  locally.  Today  the 
system  is  practically  complete  -  and 
the  Australian  fleet  which  has  been 
built  up  from  that  modest  start  has 
certainly  Justified  Its  existence  In  the 
recent  war  and  the  praise  accorded 
by  Admiral  Jelllcoe  in  his  recent  tour. 
This  Is  pointed  out  here  to  show 
what  Canada  could  have  done  then, 
has  not  done  since,  and  certainly, 
without  delay,   should   do   now. 

The  great  fishing  Interests  of  both 
coasts  are  unprotected,  and  it  Is  log- 
ical that  British  Columbia,  both  at 
Victoria  and  Vancouver  In  the  West 
and  Halifax  and  Quebec  in  the  East, 
should  be  employing  thousands  of 
men  in  the  shipyards  on  such  con- 
struction, which  will  not  only  estab- 
lish the  national  defenc?,  but  will 
also  go  a  long  way  towards  develop- 
ing the  natural  resources  of  the  Prov- 
inces and  finally  remove  the  unem- 
ployment menace  which  now  -hangs 
over  the   wholo    Dominion. 

Though  this  is  a  Dominion  matter. 
It  Is  Just  as  vital  to  this  Province 
that  the  Provincial  Parliament  as  a 
body  should  bring  to  bear  the  max- 
imum pressure  to  attain  this  end.  and 
all  organlzatlon.%  such  as  Chambers 
of  Commerce.  Boards  of  Trade,  Ro- 
tary Clubs,  and  citizens  generally, 
should  unite  In  the  common  effort  of 
creating  this  demand  and  thus  by  the 
expenditure  of  a  f*w  million  dollars 
today  make  this  count^i^  safe  for 
those  who  have  made  It  what  It  1«.

Three  Entries  for  Labor  in.AI- 
dermanlc  and  One  In  School 
Board  Fights— Probably  the 
Police  Board,  Too 


Three  candidates  In  the  aldermanlc 
field  and  one  In  the  contest  for  achool 
trustee,  will  be  entered  by  organised 
labor  affiliated  with  the  Victoria 
Trades  and  Labor  Council. 

At  a  meeting  of  that  body  held  laat- 
evenlng  Alderman  Robert  Dewar.  the 
present  labor  representative  on  the 
City  Council,  and  Messrs.  E.  8.  AVood- 
ward,  secretary  of  the  Trades  and 
Labor  Council,  and  Mr.  Christian 
Sivertz,  were  selected  as  the  alder- 
manlc candidates  who  will  appeal  for 
labor  support  at  the  forthcoming  civic 
elections.  For  school  trustee  Mr.  A. 
C.  Pike,  president  of  the  council,  was 
nominated. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council 
Alderman  Dewar  and  Mr.  Woodward 
were  named  as  aldermanlc  nominees, 
and  the  selection  of  the  third  was  left 
over  until  last  evening.  But  when  the 
matter  came  up  last  night  there  was 
some  discussion  as  to  whether  the 
number  should  bo.  confined  to  the 
two  already  nominated  or  a  third  be 
named.  It*  was  finally  decided  to 
enter  the  three,  and  the  addition  of 
a  candidate  for  school  trustee  made. 

Throe  Candidates 

Delegate  Neat  favored  but  the  two 
candidates.  Alderman  Dewar  and  Mr. 
Woodward.  The  latter  pointed  to  the 
fact  that  under  the  Proportional  Rep- 
resentation system  a  third  candidate 
would  not  prejudice  the  chances  of 
the  other  two,  though  he  had  heard 
the  argument  advanced  that  if  labor 
ran  too  many  candidates  it  might 
arouse  a  feeling  that  an  effort  was 
being  made  by  labor  to  capture  too 
large  a  proportion  of  the  Council 
Tnerabershlp  and.  tlRn*^rofe,  some^ 
people  who  would  be  glaA  to  see  labor 
adequately  represented  on  the  Coun- 
cil might  not  feel  Inclined  to  sup- 
port  It. 

The  nomination  of  Alderman 
Dewar  and  Mr.  Woodward,  as  made 
at  the  last  meeting,  was  allowed  to 
sUnd,  and  Messrs.  Sivertz  and  J.  A. 
Shanks  were  placed  In  nomination, 
Mr.  Sivertz  securing  the  honor  by  a 
vote  of  10  to  5.  Mr.  Pike  was  the 
only  nominee  for  school  trustee. 

If  Delegate  S.  O.  Peel,  of  the  Mu- 
sicians' Union,  la  willing  to  accept  the 
nomination  he  will  be  asked  to  ran 
as  labor  candidate  for  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners. 

No  effort,  it  was  decided,  should  be 
made  to  enter  a  candidate  in  the 
mayoraly   contest. 

A  deficit  of  something  like  seven 
hundred  dollars  in  the  campaign  fund 
of  the  Soldier-Labor  party  which 
entered     the     recent    Provincial  ele:- 
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-Umi — Wghl — waa  >eperted 
Woodward,  who  aald  that 
detailed  statement  of  the  outlaya  had 
not  been  received.  This  deflclt  ap- 
peared larger  than  It  had  been  estt- 
nxated  would  be  the  case,  some  |3tfO 
to  SaSO  having  been  estimated  as  the 
likely  deflclt.  Half  of  thU  deficit  is 
owing  by  the  Labor  forces,  and  Mr. 
Woodward  suggested  an  appeal  to 
the  afllllated  unions  should  be  madu. 
No  action  will  be  taken  until  the  de- 
tailed statement  of  outlays  '  la  re- 
ceived. 

HoaplUl    EfflctencT 

A  communication  from  the  man> 
agement  of  St.  Joseph's  Hospital  ex- 
pressing thanks  to  the  labor  repre- 
sentatives who  attended  the  recant 
conference  between  the  hospital  cu- 
thoritles  and  the  members  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Board,  a'ul 
setting  forth:  "Your  representatives, 
too,  had  the  desire  to  support  8t. 
Joseph's  Hospital.  We  thank  you 
for  this  mark  of  approval  of  St.  Jos- 
eph's and  wish  to  assure  you  that  this 
o|en  defence  has  made  us  very  hap- 
py," and  also,  "you;  by  your  strong 
efforts  to  uphold  St.  Joseph's  Hospi*jl. 
have  given  us  a  priceless  return — 
the  conviction  that  we  have  friends 
and  supporters  whose  appreciation 
we  prize,"  led  Mr.  Woodward  to  ex- 
plain that  the  I.iabor  representatives 
had  not,  at  that  meeting,  put  up  -tny 
d<rfence  for  nor  had  voiced  any  sup- 
port of  St.  Joiseph's  Hospital.  In  fac-t, 
L^ibor's  attitude  at  that  meeting  ha-l 
been  chiefly  concerned  with  the  clty'j 
institution,  which,  It  had  then"  been 
urged,  should  be  made  more  efflcicit. 
Personally  ho  felt  If  any  support  wtre 
forthcoming  from  labor  It  should  '>o 
for  the  Jubilee  Hospital,  which  Is  -i 
public  institution,  while  St.  Josephs 
is  a  private  one.  Ho  was  in  no  way 
seeking  to  belittle  the  good  work  and 
good  management  of  St.  Joseph,'s.  lie 
stated,  but  Labor's  attitude  was  that 
the  civic  institution  should  be  made 
a.<<  adequate  and  perfect  as  possible 
Irrespective    of    any    other    institution.

Woodward  was  not  seeking  to  belit- 
tle St.  Joseph's  Hospital  or  any  other 
institution,  but  if  the  Jubilee  Hos- 
pital was  not  .strictly  first-class  in 
every  respect,  Labor  wanted  It  to  be 
BO,  whether  St.  Joseph's  was  or  was 
Txxjrt. — tt  "waa  hts  UeMef  that  the  ran - 
sensuB  of  opinion  of  those  who  had 
had  experier^e  of  both  Institutions 
was  that  St.  Joseph's  is  the  better 
operated  hospital.  '  Labor  should  in- 
sist that  the  Jubilee  Hospital  should 
be  made  equally  efficient. 

Will  Ascertain  Facts 

Pending  the  ascertaining  of  the 
truth  or  otherwise  of  reports  to  the 
effect  that  In  Old  Country  papers  ad- 
vertisements are  being  inserted  set- 
ting forth  that  2,000  worklngmen  are 
wanted  to  work  on  the  drydock  work 
here,  the  Council  decided  to  refer  the 
matter  to  the  secretary  to  ascertain 
whether,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  such 
advertisements   are   being   published.

ker and  T.  Yarwood,  as  delegates  of 
the  Civic  Employees'  Protective  As- 
sociation, were  received  and  accepted. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting 
Mr.  Woodward  gave  the  delegates  a 
talk  on  Proportional  Representation, 
explaining  the  chief  points  of  ihe  sys- 
tem, the  idea  being  to  post  them  on 
the  subject  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
that  system  will  be  adopted  at  the 
forthconilng  municipal  elections.

"Five  Points"  Shanka.  a  candidate  for 
civic  oince,  who  held  that  If  the 
Council  would  not  stand  for  the  «x- 
penae  of  special  publicity,  the  can- 
didate should  be  required  to  pay  a 
per  capita  aum  for  the   purpoae. 

"Ten  dollara  a  head  would  pay  the 
bill,"  wrote  Mr.  Bhanka.  "Presum- 
ing thirty  will  run,  a  contribution  of 
a  ten-spot  from  each  would  net  |3<M, 
to  be  uaed  for  the  purposo  of  enll^ht> 
enlng  the  public  on  bow  to  vote 
undrr  the  new  system.  No  one  who 
«cek8  ufTice  with  an  honest  desire  to 
benefit  his  city  and 'townsmen  would 
bcgrudRe  ten  dollara  towards  auch  an 
admirable    educational    object."

Mr.  F.  A.  McDlarmid,  whoae  con- 
nection with  the  Union  of  Brltlah  Co- 
lumbia Munlcipalltlea  reaulted  last 
year  in  the  city  of  Victoria  breaking 
off  membership  In  that  body,  haa  t>een 
reappointed  parliamentary  agent  of 
the  uhloh^  T 

The  City  Council  of  Victoria  object- 
ed to  the  engagement  of  Mr.  Mc- 
Dlarmid as  solicitor  for  the  union, 
while  he  simultaneously  waa  acting 
against  the  city  in  litigation,  notably 
the  church  taxation  case. 

Following  are  the  duties  aaaumed 
by  Mr.  McDlarmid  aa  parliamentary 
agent  of  the  union: 

1.  To  attend  the  conventlona  of  the 
union,  and  to  advise  the  convention, 
or  any  committee  thereof,  aa  to  the 
atate  of  the  law  at  present  exlatlng 
upon  any  aubject  upon  which  he  may 
be  requeated  so  to  do. 

2.  To  attend  meetlnga  of  the  execu- 
tive committee,  and  to  attend  with  the 
executive  committee  on  all  meetlnga 
with  the  Government,  or  with  any 
committee  of  the  Legialature,  and  to 
advocate  all  auch  meaaurea  aa  may  ba 
adopted  by  the  convention. 

3.  When  requeated  by  the  executive 
to  draft  legislation  as  may  have  been 
approved  by  the  convention. 

J.  To  acan  all  private  bllla,  and 
other  leglalatlon,  and  If  In  hia  opin- 
ion they  encroach  upon  the  rights  of 
i  the  municipalities  In  particular,  he  la

GieTEST  FAIR 


Huge  Display  of  British  l\/1anu- 
factured  Goods  Planned  for 
Next  Spring— Victoria  Busi- 

■  nessmen  Invited  to  Attend 


Mr.  li.  B.  Beale.  His  Majesty's 
trade  commissioner  for  Western  Can- 
ada, With  headquarters  at  Wlnnipesr, 
has  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Trade 
full  particulars  concerning  the  British 
Industries  Fair  whl<:h  la  to  be  held 
in  London,  Glaseow  and  Birmingham 
from   February    21    to   March    4    next. 

The  fairs  are  organized  and  man- 
aged by  the  Department  of  Overseas 
Trade,  and,'  according  to  Mr.  Bealc, 
offer  a  splendid  opportunity  to  Can- 
adian importers  to  acquaint  them- 
selves with  the  entire  range  of  British 
manufactures  in  almost  every  con- 
ceivable line.  Admission  is  by  invi- 
tation, and  thoee  who  wish  -ttr  view 
the  fairs  should  communicate  with 
the  Board  of  Trade  as  early  as  pos- 
sible. 

The  British  Industries  Fairs  are 
not  exhibitions,  they  are  trade  fairs 
to  which  admittance  is  restricted  to 
bona- fide  trade  buyers  seriously  in- 
terested in  the  particular  trades. 
Only  British  manufacturing  firms 
are  allowed  to  exhibit,  and  no  exhi- 
bitor is  allowed  to  exhibit  goods 
other  than  those  of  his  actual  manu- 
facture. The  result  is  that  buyers 
who  visit  the  fair  know  that  no  ar- 
ticle shown  In  an  exhibitor's  stand 
can  be  purchased  elsewhere  In  the 
fair.  80  organized,  the  BritUh  In- 
dustries Fair  is  Immeasurably  more 
valuable  to  buyers  than  a  fair  In 
which  the  same  articles  may  be 
shown  on  many  exhibitors'  stands 
and  where  a  visitor  may  spend  much 
of  his  time  comparing  the  different 
prices  at  which  competing  merchants 
may  be  offering  the  same  goods. 
Saooess  From  Finit. 

The  first  British  Industries  Fair 
was  held  in  London  in  1916.  and  the 
success  which  attended  the  fairs 
since  that  date  has  satisfied  the  de- 
partment as  to  the  correctness  of  the 
principle  of  organization.  The  com- 
ing tair,  though  vastly  increased  in 
size,  wrill  be  run  on  the  method  wh|ch 
has  been  found  so  successful  In  the 
past. 

That  the  British  Industries  Fair, 
during  the  six  years  of  its  life,  has 
been  an  unqualified  success,  is  easy 
to  prove.  In  the  first  place  the 
number  of  exhibitors  In  each  group 
of  trades  has  steadily  increased  each 
year.  In  the  second  place  the  num- 
ber of  trade  buyers  has  also  steadily 
increased.  In  London  last  year 
there  were  days  when  nearly  as  many 
visitors  entered  the  fair  as  had  done 
so  during  a  whole  week  at  the  earl- 
ier fairs.  Tet  another  proof  of  the 
success  of  the  fair  is  the  amount  of 
business  transacted  at-it.  It  Is  safe 
to  say  that  the  orders  at  the  last  fair 
totalled  more  than  a  million  pounds 
each  day  that  it  was  open.  For  the 
fair  to  have  achieved  so  enormous  a 
success  there  must  be  very  good 
reiMK>ns.  First  among  which  is,  no 
doubt,  that  participation  in  the  fair 
is  to  the  advantage  of  the  exhibitor, 
and  that  a  visit  to  the  fair  is  to  the 
advantage  of  the  buyer.  If  it  were 
not  to  the  advantage  of  both  buyer 
and  seller,  the  fair  would  not  only 
have  failed  to  grow,  but  even  have 
ceased  to  exist.  One  reason  why  the 
fair  is  of  such  great  advantage  to 
both  buyer  and  seller  Is  that  it  econ- 
omizes both  time  and  money. 
For  Buxinosa  Only. 

As  only  genuine  trade  buyers  are 
invited,  all  who  visit  the  fair  are 
known  by  the  exhibitors  to  be  men 
who  are  there  for  business  and  not 
for  mere  curiosity.  Exhibitors  are, 
therefore,  able  to  give  proper  atten- 
tion to  the  buyer,  and  the  buyer  Is 
able  to  do  his  business  unhampered 
by  crowds  of  sightseers. 

At  the  great  Continental  Fairs  ex- 
hibitors are  usually  scattered 
throughout  the  town  In  different 
buildings,  but  in  organizing  the  Bri- 
tish Industries  Fair  the  department 
of  overseas  trade  does  not  merely 
group  together  in  each  town  the 
largest  number  of  British  manufac- 
turers ever  assembled,  but  It  groups 
them  together  under  one  roof.  How 
much  this  means  to  both  buyef  and 
seller  has  been  proved  beyond  the 
possibility  of  doubt.  With  the  fIrnM 
he  wishes  to  inspect  scattered  here 
and  there  throughout  a  town,  the 
buyer  is  obliged  to  prepare  from  a 
catalogue  a  list  of  the  firms  whose 
goods  he  thinks  are  likely  to  Inter- 
est him.  He  haa  then  to  set  upon  his 
round  of  visits.  The  distance  from 
tirm  to  firm,  the  uncertainty  of  their 
exact  location,  and  the  various  other 
Inconveniences  atteAdent  upon  busi- 
ness in  a  strange  town,  all  help  to 
reduce  the  number  of  firms  whose 
goods  he  «tM  inspect  In  the  course  of 
a  day  to  comparitlvely  few. 

At  the  British  Industries^  Fair  the 
casa  Is  qtiite  different.  The  buyer 
haa  not  the  ebtlling  experience  of 
wandering  from  showroom  to  show 
room.  Tlie  firms  he  .wiahas  to  see 
are  all  within  a  few  paces  of  one 
another.  The  buyer  has  no  fear  of 
overlooking  a  nrra  whose  name  is 
not  known  to  him.  .^t  is  here  that 
the  British  Industries  Fair  ia  ao 
much  more  vajtiable  to  the  buyer 
tlian  the  majority  of  the  Continental 
Pairs,  since  slda-by-aide  with  tha 
firms  he  knows  are  tha  firms  wbpaa 
productions  uv  mknown  to  Ktm. 
Itieaa  firms,  «lllieaeh  they  may  be 
onltnown  to  him  today,  are  as  im- 
portant to  him  as  those  with  which 
he  is  already  aeqaainted,  for  their 
mere  presence  at  tlia  fair  siiows  tWm 
to  ko  enterprising  firms — nrma  ready 
to  4o  iMW  taMneas  o«  ntw  Itf^m^
